PRETORIA HAS NOT FALLEN 


DELAY AT JOHANNESBURG 


Westminster Gazette Hears President Kruger 


was Captured Six Miles from Pretoria 


Lord Roberts Entry Into City of Mines Deferred for 24 Hours. 


Johannesburg Commandant Feared Strife in City Limits and 


Asked for Time, British Capture Boers Hidden in a 


Mine. Boers Capture Convoys from Brabant, Dis- 


patch on which Fall of Pretoria was Based 


London, May 31—The Westminster Gazette 


says it is rumored tonight in quarters likely to be 
well informed that President Kruger has been cap- 
tured by the British six miles beyond Pretoria. 


The Evening News has received a dispatch 


from Pretoria to the effect that Johannesburg has 
been handed over to the British. 


London, Mav 31—The war office has received the following from Lord 


Roberts, date Germiston, Wednesday, 
May SO: 


"In answer to a flag of truce which I sent to Johannesburg this morning, 


the commandant came to see me. 


"He begged me to deCer entering the Town lor 24 hours, as many armed 


burghers are still Inside. 


"i agreed to this; as I am most anxious to avert the possibility of any- 


thing like a disturbance inside the towm and as bodies of the enemz are still 
holding a hill in the immediate neighborhood, from which they will have to 
be cleared off beforehand. 


"Rur>dle reports he attacked a large party of Boers near Senecal the 28th. 
Casualties not heavy. 
"Brabarat reports two patrols consisting of two officers and 40 men were cut 


off by the enemy and taken prisoners." 


Germiston, Transvaal, "Wednesday: "Johannesburg is practically In pos- 


session of the British. 


"The 
mines are uninjured, 


" Nine engines, a coal train and a great quantity of rolling stock have been 


captured. 


"Remnants of the Bder rear guard remained behind and fought in the 


streets, but they are easily cleared. 


"French is now at Elandlaagte. 
"The state entry into Johannesburg will take place tomorrow* 
"The railroad to the Vaal river is uninjured." 


("The "Elandlaagte at which General French, commanding X/ord Roberts' 


cavalry, is said to be must not be confounded with Elandslaagte, Natal. It 
may be the fourth station, due east from Pretoria on the Delagoa Bay rail- 
road, marked on the map as Elands River. French located there, waiting 
to enter the city or waiting for the commander-in-chief to come up with the 
main army, would bear out the earliest dispatches of the British being at the 
very gates of the capital. But London believes the place mentioned to- be only 
a very few miles from Johannesburg. 


London, May 31—A dispatch from Germiston^ Johannesburg, says several 


hundred Boers sought refuge in a mine, where the British grenadiers cor- 
neied them and barred their escape. 


PRETORIA HAS NOT FALLEN 


Lord Roberta U Not Yet In the City of 


Johannesburg 


London, May 31—Roberts' latest dis- 


patches shed a somewhat different 
light on the military situation. 


Before they were received celebrations 


were organized in country towns in 
honor of the fall of Pretoria. In Ches- 
ter a public holiday was declared, 
while at Dover, Portsmouth and many 
places in the provinces nags were 
flown and rejoicing was general. 


Pretoria, however, Is not yet in the 


hands of the British, though there is 
no reason to d&ubt the authenticity of 
the report that President Kruger has 
evacuated the place and that the muni- 
cipality is ready to surrender when 
confronted by superior numbers. 


At 9 o'clock last night the final for- 


ward movement on the Transvaal cap- 
ital had apparently not commenced. 
All Lord Roberts' dispositions of troops 
appear to apply to Johannesburg and 
though the British seem certain to 
reach Pretoria within a. day or so they 
will not occupy it without fighting, if 
the opposition of the Boers around 
Johannesburg is any criterion. 


General French's movement appears 


not so much an immediate advance on 
Pretoria as a part of a plan to sur- 
round Johannesburg, from which, last 
night, he was only a few miles distant. 


Lord Roberto himself is at Elands- 


fontein Junction at Johannesburg. His 
forces will be placed to south, west 
and north of Johannesburg subsequent 
to the surrender of the city. 


These units will probably concentrate 


while General French advances from 
the advantageous position he already 
occupies the main army converging 
toward the railroad and following 
closely on his heels. 


Supposing Johannesburg surrenders 


at noon today, Pretoria will be reached 
by June 2, opposition or no opposition. 
General Brabants loss1" *f 40 men is 
striking evidence that the annexation 
of the Free State by no means implies 
pacification. 


So thoroughly is the country here Im- 


bued with the belief that Pretoria has 
fallen, Joseph Chamberlain, secretary 
of otate for the colonies, speaking this 


morning at a meeting of, the Univer- 
sity of Birmingham proposed a mes- 
sage to the queen, congratulating her 
upon the capture of Johannesburg and 
Pretoria, and a congratulatory tele- 
gram was given the afternoon news- 
papers.

knowledge the prompt friendliness of 
the United States consul at Pretoria, 
Adelbert S. Hay, in insisting on the 
release of a number of British officers 
to take command of the British pris- 
oners in order to avert disturbances 
among the latter. 
Lord Roberta Will Denounce the "Ms.- 


Ilclou* Fables." 


Capetown, May 31—Upon the occupa- 


tion of Johannesburg, Lord Roberts, is 
said, will issue a proclamation de- 
nouncing the "malicious fables" re- 
garding the intention of the British in 
announcing terms of surrender, which 
are a guaranteeing of immunity to all 
non-combatants and all burghers, ex- 
cepting those actively connected in thei 
promotion of the war, directing the 
operations, commandeering, looting or 
committing other acts contrary to civ- 
ilized warfare, who are to be allowed 
to return to their farms and remain 
unmolested on proving the surrender 
of'their arms and taking the oath not 
to nght again. Private property, it is 
added, will be respected providing Brit- 
ish property is not damaged. If Brit- 
ish property is wantonly destroyed not 
only will the actual perpetrators be 
severely punished in person and prop- 
erty but the authorities permitting the 
damage will be held responsible.

Harry E. Miles feeets Death in 


the L A. W, Bace Meet 


at Waltham 


Waltham, Mass., May 31.—Two fatali- 


ties at th« big race me«t of the Massa 
chusetto division of the League of Ameri- 
can Whe«lmen at the Waltham bicycle 
track, and the injuring of several others, 
contributed to one of the most unfortu- 
nate events in the history of New Eng- 
land bicycle tracks. 


The accident occurred in the second 


mile of the four-cornered international 
motor paced race, the contestants being 
Everett E. Ryan sf Waltham. Albert 
Champion of Paris, Archie McEachern 
of Toronto and William P. Stinson of 
Cambridge. 


In the first lap of the second mil*, on 


the turn into the back stretch, the four 
pacing machines were stretched acroaa 
the track. Champion swerved into the 
grass, and in avoiding him. Harry E. 
Jdlles, 25 years old, of Lynn, and William 
F. Stafford, 24 year* of age, of Cam- 
bridge, who were riding the Stinson 
motor-pacing tandem, were forced up 
the track and over the bank. 


Both men were thrown, Miles striking 


head flrst upon an electric light pole, re- 
ceiving a fractured skull. The top of 
the head was crushed In, and as he was 
being removed to the training quarters 
hia brains ran out upon the stretcher. 
He died within a very few minutes after 
the accident. 


Stafford, who was riding behind Mllfts, 


waa thrown bodily through the picket 
fence. Hia skull wao fi-actured, his nose 
broken and his false teeth were forced 
down hla throat. He was removed to the 
Waltham hospital, where his death oc- 
curred last night. 


The big motor tandem which they were 


riding was thrown over the fence upon 
the crowd which had been watching the 
racing. It fell upon half a doaen men and 
•women. Patrick Shannahan and Georgo 
Hill, both of Newton Upper Palls, each 
had a leg broken, and two other men and 
ai woman were rendered unconscious, 


The fatality In this racft cast a gloom 


over the sport for the balance of the af- 
ternoon. It was the principal number on 
the day'* program and was being run off 
In fine style and in exceptionally quick 
time when the accident occurred. The 
race was won by Archie McEachern, with 
Ryan second and Champion third. Time, 
•5:40 3-5.

were warmly welcomed to this city 
Wednesday afternoon, for their ap- 
pearance, as they stepped (rom the 
train at the South station, at 3 o'clock, 
was the signal for ' tr«rn«.nclous cheer- 
ing, shouting and waving of hats by the 
thousands who had acembled there. 


They were escorted by members of the 


joint committee of the city government, 
who had mfi them at Providence and 
p-ccompanied them to this city. Taking 
carriages, tho p&rty were driven directly 
to Boston Common, the streets through 
which they passed being lin«d with peo- 
ple, who greeted the visitors with cheere. 


At the foot of Soldiers' hill, on the 


Common, the party alighted and pro- 
ceeded to the soldiers' monument, where 
Mr. Fischer, on behalf of the envoys, 
placed a handsome wreath upon the 
base of the shaft, accompanying the 
action by a brief speech. 


Mr. Fischer called attention to the fact 


that the monument upon Soldiers' hill 
was in commeikeration of the brave 
deeds of men wno fought for what they 
had nearest their hearts. They had died 
for their country and for the cause of 
freedom, and there had been sorrow, but 
on Memorial day there was a general re- 
joicing, for by their work was freedom 
enjoyed. The speaker said that the 
struggle in South Africa was on; that 
they were fighting for the same principle, 
and that ewrrow was now their portion, 
but in after yearn a shaft would be 
erected typifying the struggle, and on 
each anniversary, with similar rejoicing, 
would the day be observed. 


The wreath bore the following Inscrip- 


tion: "A tribute from the Boers of the 
South African republic and the Orange 
Free State to the soldiers and sailors of 
Boston who fought to maintain the re- 
public and keep the Union whole. May 
30,1900." 


From the monument the procession 


proceeded 
around 
th* 
monument, 


through to Beacon a'nd School streets to 
the Parker House, where the envoys ar» 
to remain during their stay In the city. 
Around the hotel the streets were 
crowded. Flags -were waved and cheers 
given heartily, continuing until, upon 
the balcotoy above the entrance, the en- 
roys appeared, and orlefly addressed the 
crowd.

Mr. Weasels, the flrst speaker, said: 


"I am here as a representative of a 
people who are fighting for their liberty. 
We bring to you- a message from a suf- 
fering people, and yQur reply will fill 
their hearts with gladness, for they will 
know that the people of -Boston sym- 
pathize with them." 


Mr. Fischer, who followed, said: "It 


would have been strange had we not 
been received a« we have been by you, 
and we are deeply grateful. You repre- 
sent the greatest republic that the world 
has, and, as a people? stand for all that 
liberty aod freedom typify. We were 
told that you were cold and unsym- 
pathetic. I knew It was untrue. We 
are here in the Interest of a good cause, 
and your kindly expressions have moved 
us. We, as a people, will do the best we 
can to prove to you that we deserve 
your sympathy and interest." 


Mr. Walmarans, w,ho cannot speak 


English, spoke through Mr. Fischer as 
Interpreter. He salfl the Boers were 
making the pluckiest fight ever known In 
ancient or modern warfare, and he re- 
gretted the fact that he could not speak 
the English language, but he desired to 
express the thoughts of a people who 
were laying down their lives for their 
liberty. "The feeling," said he, "Is no 
longer one of mourning, but of gladness." 


"Even if the whole country Is taken 


and the leaders Imprisoned, the war will 
cease" only for a time, and it will be re- 
newed again and again, if neea De, un- 
til we g-et our liberty," was the ut- 
terance of Mr. Fischer, when he was 
shown the bulletin from London an- 
nouncing the Impending surrender of 
Pretoria. 


The bulletin was read to him, ie com- 


pany with the others 6f the Transvaal 
republic's representatives, at the St. 
Botolph club, where they were being 
entertained. 
Mr. Fischer was the moat 


communicative. 
He declared that at 


the time of their departure from Pre- 
toria, three months ago, there were two 
plane of action which had been deter- 
mined upon, in the event of the ap- 
proach of the British to Pretoria. 


One was to concentrate all the Boer 


forces Inside the city, and leave the rest 
of the country open to the British, until 
the fall of the city. 
The other was to 


evacuate Pretoria, after a slight show 
of resistance, to enable supplies to 
be collected, then the army was to scat- 
ter into the mountains and enter upon a 
guerilla warfare, which would last until

In the Kaira efistrict there have -been 
1330 deaths in seven days. In Palanpur 
state, on the first day, there was one 
death, on the second there were 84, and 
on the third there were upward of 400. 
The swiftness of the infection was due 
to the fact that the flrst death was near 
the only available water supply. The 
germs were thus carried all over th« 
camp.

Every case of 
injustice, wrong or oppression, no 
matter how petty, is sure to be known 
to every newspaper reader almost as 
soon as it is perpetrated. Suffering is 
chronicled and relieved by kindly 
spirits who cannot endure the stories 
without doing something to brighten 
darkened 
lives. 
This condition is 


mainly due to the newspaper, the 
great humanistic exchange, or dealing 
house, of the 
community, without 


which it would speedily go into moral 
and social bankruptcy.—Jane Adams in 
St Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Dr. George F. Shrady editor of the 


Medical Record and one of the fore- 
most men In medical science in the 
United States, is in San Francisco at 
the request of the New York Herald 
investigating the bubonic plague scare 
in that citv. Dr. Shrady writes to the 
Herald that he has examined: the 
cultures from the bodies of the Chinese 
declared to have died from the plague 
and is positive that the plague bacilus 
is present in them all. 'rhis would seem 
to settle the matter. The plague ap- 
peared in San Francisco's Chinatown, 
but from the length of the ueriod of 
sickness of those who died and from 
otrer evidence it was declared by the 
San Francisco press that no plague 
existed. The health authorities paid 
no heed to the torrents of abuse headed 
upon them, but Quietly -went about 
their duties, taking every possible pre- 
caution against the sgread of the awful 
disease. In this they were hampered 
by an unreasoning public opinion and 
the Asiatic prejudice of those among 
whom the plague cases developed. The 
precautions of the health officials have 
proved valuable, for, while there need 
be.ro doubt that the plague appeared 
in San Francisco, there is now no trace 
of a sick person in all of the district 
suspected. The whole country has been 
done a service by those health officials.

Rails. 
An exportation of $40,000,000 worth of 


manufactures in SO days la a record on- 
paralleled for American manufactures. 
That is the record for the month of 
April, 1900, according to the details of 
the April exportation Jnst completed 
by the treasury bureau of statistics at 
Washington. 
This gives assurance 


that the exports of the fiscal year 
which ends with June will consider- 
ably exceed $400,000,000 and be nearly 
three times as much as a decade ago. 
This phenomenal Increase in exporta- 
tion of manufactures is especially 
striking when compared with the prog- 
ress made by European nations, our 
rivals in the attempt to supply the 
world's market with manufactured 
goods. Great Britain's exports of man- 
ufactures show but slight increase 
since 1890, and an examination of the 
export record of the principal Euro- 
pean countries fails to disclose an in- 
stance in which the increase has been 
as much as 25 per cent, while that of 
the United States, meanwhile, has been 
more than 150 per cent 


An examination of the details of our 


own 
exportation 
of 
manufactures 


shows that it is in the production, man- 
ufacture an4 exportation of metals 
that we seem to excel. In 1889 manu- 
factures of metals formed less than 20 
per cent of our total exportation of 
manufactures, and in 1900 will be 
about 45 per cent The Increase Si ex- 
portation of metals and manufactures 
thereof in the decade 1886-1888 was 
839 per cent, while the increase in the 
exportation of all manufactures in that 
time was but 110 per cent, and the In- 
crease in manufactures other than 
those of metal during that time was 
but 55 per cent. In this statement only 
those articles composed exclusively of 
metals are included; those made up in 
part of metals, such as railway cars, 
agricultural machinery, etc., being In- 
eluded in the other manufactures. The 
rapid increase in the exportation of 
manufactures of metals is shown by 
the fact that the exports of brass and 
manufactures thereof in 1889 were but 
$321,137, and in 1900 will reach $1,700,- 
000; instruments for scientific purposes 
increased from $1,033,338 to $2,770,803, 
and in the year about to end will reach 
nearly $6,000,000; copper and its manu- 
factures, which amounted In 1889 to 
$2,348,954, will be more than $50,000,- 
000 in 1900; iron and steel increased 
from $21,156,077 in 1890 to $70,406,885 
In 1898, while in the fiscal year 1900 it 
will exceed $100,000,000. 


Another interesting fact developed 


by the examination of the figures Is 
that the European countries in which 
manufactures have been long estab- 
lished furnish as satisfactory a market 
for our manufactured goods as do the 
countries where manufacturing has 
not yet been largely developed. In 
reapers and mowers, clocks and watch- 
es, sewing machines, bicycles and the 
various-manufactures of iron and steel 
and laaEjr ether articles of the higher 
grades of manufacture the European 
countries in which manufacturing 
plants and machinery and skilled work- 
men abound furnish a market for a 
large share of our exports, thus failing 
to justify the expressed fear that a de- 
velopment of manufactures in conn* 
tries where we are now seeking a foot* 
hold for oar commerce would destroy, 
their value as a permanent market 


As already Indicated, the largest 


growth in our export of manufactures 
is in those of metals. The largest class 
of manufactures of metals exported ia 
that of Iron and steel. In 1880 the ex- 
port of manufactures of iron and steel 
was $14,716,524 and in 1900 will exceed 
$100,000,000, or more than seven times 
that of 1880. 


In no feature of our export trade has 


there been a more remarkable growth 
during the decade than in rails for rail- 
ways, especially those of steel. 
The 


total exportation of iron rails in 1889 
was but seven tons and in 1898 2,769 
tons, the value rising from $240 In 1889 
to $37,150 in 1898. In steel rails, how- 
ever, the growth was even more re- 
markable, the number of tons exported 
in 1SS9 being 7,398 and in 1898 229,783, 
while the value increased from $235,387 
in 1889 to $4,613,376 in 1898, and in the 
fiscal 1900 seems likely to reach $8,- 
000,000. This Increase has been espe- 
cially marked during the past three 
years, the exports of steel rails ia the 
fiscal year 1896 being $540,797, those 
of 1897 $2,482,208 and those of 1808 
$4,613,370, those of 1899 $5,298,125, 
while the first ten months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year show a gain of about 
$2,000,000 over 
the 
corresponding 


months of last year. While this rapid 
Increase is due to a generally increased 
demand, the countries showing the 
most marked growth In their purchases 
of steel rails from the United States 
are Russia, Canada and Japan.

John Barrett Returns From 


Texas to Find Cemetery 


Lot Sold Again 


MAY 
COMPEL CITY 
TO ACT 


Unusual Case Brought to Light, by Un- 


oxpsetsd Return of Mr. Barrstt. 


Had Paid Only Small Dsposit 


an Lot 


John 'Barrett, who returned a few 


months ago from Texas, to which state 
he' moved from this city a year and a 
half ago, on Tuesday made what was 
to him and his wife a startling dis- 
covery. 
This was that the body of 


their young son, which was buried in 
Southview cemetery before they went 
to Texas, had been taken up and burled 
In the potter's fleld, and that the body 
of a man was buried In its place. 


In preparation for Memorial day Mr. 


Barrett went to the cemetery Tuesday 
to decorate the grave of his child, feel- 
ing that it would be a pleasant sur- 
prise to his wife to find it in perfect 
order and prettily decorated when she 
visited the cemetery the next day, as 
she expected to do. Mr. Barrett dec- 
orated the grave, but as he worked he 
noticed some things that struck him 
as peculiar. The grave looked larger 
than he thought it ought to, and there 
was fresher dirt abound it than he ex- 
pected to see. He could not quite un- 
derstand these things, and so in- 
quired of Sexton Orr, who informed 
him that the body of his child had 
been removed tp the potter's field, and 
tlvat the lot had been sold to another 
party. The explanation was that the 
lot had not been paid for by Mr. Bar- 
rett, who had left the state, that the 
city authorities did not know where he 
was, 
and that under the circumstances 


the city did not feel able to hold the 
lot for him. 


To say that Mr. Barrett was thun- 


derstruck by tills disclosure is putting 
it mildly. When he bought the lot he 
paid 
$2 
down 
and 
for 
this 


amount he has a receipt. 
The price 


of the whole lot was J25. but Mr. Bar- 
rett says that {5 would have paid for 
the slrgle grave, and that he would 
have certainly paid this if he had not 
taken the entire lot. He says he took 
the Weekly Transcript all the lime he 
was in T^xas, that all his friends knew 
where he was, and he thinks there was 
no excuse for the failure of the city 
authorities to locate ilm if they Had 
tried. 


Mr. Barrett has no notion of leaving 


the body of his child in the potter's 
field, and after learning the above facts 
he consulted a lawver to learn what 
were his rights in the premises. He 
say* the lawyer told him he could com- 
pel the city to remove the bcdy of the 
man and place the remains of his child 
in their original resting place, or fur- 
nish him another burtal place as good 
as the one he bought, and he saya he 
will do one of these two things. He 
does not wish to make 
unnecessary 


trouble for the second purchaser of the 
lot, but feels that he has been unfairly 
and unjustly used, and will demand 
that the matter be made rlghT. The 
city will undoubtedly be ready to do 
what is right in the matter. 


So far as known, the case is one such 


as has never before arisen In, this cltv, 
and it is to be hoped that it may be 
straightened out to the satisfaction of 
all concerned.

Murder Case 


THREE WITNESSES BEFORE COURT 


Purposo Was to Froo Some from 
Pos- 


sible Suspicion, To Simplify Case. 


Rounding Up Work of the

The Reed murder inquest was re- 


opened again this morning before Spe- 
cial Justice Woddhea4. before whom it 
was begun at the time of the murder.

some days, probably until next week. 


In connection with the fact that a 


specie P state detective has been here 
worklnp on the case for some time, the 
reopening of the inquest just now is 
of especial interest. It is known that 
the work that is being done on the 
case now is more active than at any 
time before since the Immediate time 
of 'the murder, and it Is believed that 
the question as to whether anything 
will come of it largely depends on the 
results of the Inquest which is again 
reopened. 


The Inquest was of course held be- 


hind closed do'cxra and the officers ha3 
little to say in regard to it Only three 
witnesses were examined, and ail of 
these were from *hi& city. 


The purpose of thai inquest, so far 


as today's session was concerned, was 
apparently not so muc-n to Introduce 
new evidence alone the lines on which 
the officers are now working as to com- 
plete the evidence alor>£ some of the 
other lines of susalc«^u which have 
been 'held since the murder was com- 
mitted, in order to eli-nlnate these If 
possible bevond the rear of complicat- 
ing what work may be done later. This 
would result In freely certain per- 
sons from anj» possible suspicion of 
having1 had anything to do with the 
crime

How the Antipodean Contingent 


Fights In South Africa. 


THEILLmQ STOBY TOLD BY A BOEB 


Wounded Bnrs;*e>* In » Hospital 


Tellsi of Tfcel» Ilcvotam H«MP Colc«- 
bers; — Hoir Tvrentr Aa«t*mli«m« 
Beat Four Hundred Boer*—Held a 
Kople For Hoars Wltilo Cwnvor Bs- 
caped. 
A. 6. Hales, the Australian corre- 


spondent for the London Dally News 
in South Africa, under date 0$ Beth- 
any, April 13, writes of the action ol 
20 members of the Australian contin- 
gent as related to him to the hospital 
by a wounded Boer. He says: 


"I wlQ take the story from the Boer's 


mouth and tell it to you as I hope to 
tell it round a hundred campflres when 
the war is over and I go back to the 
Australian bush once more. 


" 'It happened round Coleaberg way,' 


be said. 'We thought we had the Brit- 
ish beaten, and our commandant gave 
the word to press on and cut them to 
pieces. Our big guns had been grand- 
ly handled, and our rifle fire had told 
Its tale. We saw the British falling 
back from the kopjes they had held, 
and we thought that there was nothing 
between us and victory, but there was, 
and we found It out before we were 
many minutes older. There was one 
big kopje that was the very key to the 
position. Our spies tcid us that this 
was held by an Australian force. We 
looked at it very anxiously, for It was 
a hard position to take, but even aa we 
watched we saw that nearly all the 
Australians were leaving it, They, too, 
were falling back with the Britisb 
troops. If we once got that kopje, 
there was nothing on earth could stop 
us. 
We could pass on and sweep 


around the retiring foe and wipe them 
off the earth as a child wipes dirt from 
Its hands, and we laughed when we 
saw that only about 20 Australians bad 
been left to guard the kopje. 


"There were about 400 of tis, all 


picked men, and when tbe comman- 
dant called to us to go and take the 
kopje, we sprang up eagerly and dash- 
ed down over some hills, meaning to 
cross the gully and charge up tbe 
kopje where 20 men were waiting foi 
us. But we did not know the Aus- 
tralians then. We know them now. 
Scarcely had we risen to our feet when 
they bad loosed their rifles on us, and 
not a shot was wasted. They did noi 
fire as regular soldiers nearly always 
do, volley after volley, straight in fronl 
of them, but every one picked bis man 
and shot to kilL They fired like light- 
ning, too, never dwelling on the trig- 
ger, yet never wildly wasting lead, an<3 
all around us our best and boldest 
dropped until we dared not face them 
We dropped to cover and tried to pici 
them oft, but they were cool and 
watchful, throwing no chance away 
We tried to crawl from rock to rock tc 
hem them in, but they, holding tbeii 
fire until our burghers moved, plugged 
us with lead until we dared not stii 
a step forward, and all the time tht 
British troops, with all their convoy, 
were slowly but safely falling back 
through tbe kopjes, where we had hop- 
ed to hem them In. 


" 'We gnawed our beards and cursed 


these fellows who played our game as 
we had thought no living man could 
have played it 
Then once again 


we tried to rush tbe hill, and once 
again they drove us back, though oui 
guns were playing on the heights the; 
held. We could not face their fire. . Tc 
move upright to cross a dozen yards 
meant death, and many a Boer wift 
was widowed and many a child lefl 
fatherless by those silent men whc 
held the heights above us. They did 
not cheer as we came onward. Thej 
did not play wild music; they only 
clung close as climbing weeds to the 
rock and shot as we never saw men 
shoot before, and never nope to see 
men shoot again. 


"•Then we got ready to sweep tht 


hill with grins, but our commandant, 
admiring those brave few who would 
cot budge before us in spite of oui 
cumbers, sent an officer to them to ask 
them to surrender, promising them al' 
the honors of war. But they sent m 
word to come and take them if we 
could. And then an officer asked then: 
three times if they would hold up theli 
bands, and at tbe third time a grin 
eergeant rose and answered him: "Aye 
we will bold up our hands, but whet 
we do you'll find a bayonet In 'em. Gc 
back and tell your commandant thai 
Australia's here to stay." And then 
they staid and fought os hour by hour, 
holding us back, wbcn but for them 
victory would have been with us. W< 
•belled them all along their scattered 
line and tried to rush them under covei 
of the artillery fire, but they only held 
their posts with stouter hearts and sbt 
tbe Btralgbter when the fire was bot < 
test, and we could do nothing but He 
there and swear at them, though wt 
admired them for their stubborn pluck 
They held the bill until all their mei; 
were safe, and then, dashing down tin 
other aide, they jumped into their sad

and his family against street dins. 


The house to pointed to by the antl- 


noise agitators aa a possible solace to 
person* suffering from midnight cat 
cries, dog barks and railroad whistle 
Bcreechings and daybreak crowing of 
roosters, banging of delivery wagons 
and rattling of coal shovelers. 


The plan Is the filling of all cracks 


and apertures In the bouse which might 
admit sound with a material so con- 
structed as to afford access to air while 
shutting out noise. The material which 
•Dr. Jones says discriminates between 
noise and air la In the form of strips of 
rubber, perforated with zigzag holes. 


Through this the air Is admitted, 


while the noise is softened or complete- 
ly deadened, the sound waves dying 
out In repeated reflections In the crook- 
ed passages. These strips of rubber 
Dr. Jones has placed over all cracks 
around the doors and windows of his 
house, and two months' experience 
with the plan has convinced him, he 
says, of Its practicability.^

Stirring Address by Rev. H. B. FOB- 


ket't Large Crowds intend. 


The Memorial day observances yes- 


terdiy were well carried out under the 
direction of George E. Saylea poet, and 
v. ere witnessed by a large part of the 
town's population. Peter Powers was 
marshal of the day, and his aids were 
James McGrath and William O'Brien. 
To them the various organizations par- 
ticipating in the parade renorted In 
front of Grand Army hall at 8.30, and a 
little later the line moved in this or- 
der: Marshal Powers and aids, squad 
of police, Germania band, Company M, 
Massachusetts volunteer militia, David 
C. Ferguson garrison Army and Navy 
union, flower wagons, disabled veter- 
ans, clergy and speakers in carriages, 
W. C. Plunkett camp, Sons of Vet- 
erans. Georgia E. Sayles post. Grand 
Army, school children. The line of 
march was through Park, Commercial, 
Liberty, Center, Summer, Spring, Myr- 
tle, Park and Mar>le streets to Maple 
street cemetery, where vfayer was of- 
fered by Chaplain J. A. Sherman of 
Sayles post. There was music byi the 
band arid singing by 60 school children, 
and the address was delivered by Rev. 
H. B. Foskett. The subject of Mr. 
Foskett's s»ddresB was "The meaning of 
the day." He spoke In substance as 
follows: 


A sacred duty calls us together. We 


have assembled to keen alive the ten- 
der memories of the fallen, soldier and 
lay fresh garlands of thought upon his 
tomb. We differ in nolitica but are a 
unit at) we stand besHe the soldier's 
grave. All honor to the heroes of 1775 
and the patziots of 1812. All hail to 
..Su boys of 1898! "There's glory enough 
for a.'l.' 


Memorial Day owes ivs true signifi- 


cance to the heroes or ol, who fought 
and fell for the preservation of tb» 
union. It perpetuates a rerord of 
patriotism, the purest and noblest that 
the rages of history contain. 


Patriotism is the s<.ul of national 


life. The safety of the republic resides 
in the patriotic devotion of its citizen- 
ship. Alas' that a sinn»e hand should 
be raised to flaunt the red fias of an- 
f rcliv in the face of the only flag that 
shakes out its silken folds to the breeze 
and guarantees equal r ghts to all and 
that banishes forever iflose unlawful 
distinctions of lord and vassal, kins: 
and peasant, which have cursed the 
nations of earth from earliest times. 


Our institutions are not great with 


age nor covered wilh the mossy 
growths of antiquity. But no nation 
has a history so thrilling and patriotic 
—no people so proud and noble and an- 
cestry. Teach patriotism to your 
children.

Know How to Vote" 


Memorial day of 1900 will long be re- 


membered in North Adams for the com 
pleteness and interest of its observance 
by the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The exercises of the day followed the 
lines of former years, but there were 
some changes which added to the im- 
pressiveness of the occasion. Chief of 
these was the delivery of a brief ad- 
dress to the veterans at Hillside ceme- 
tery, just before the decoration of the 
graves, the address being delivered by 
Superintendent I. F. Hall. Another 
feature of the day was the Memorial 
day address by Rev. Alice K. Wright, 
this being the first time in this city 
that the address has been delivered by 
a woman. The exercises in the hall 
were not held till afternoon and there 
was a much better attendance than 
usual. 


The weather of the day was almost 


perfect. The skies were clear till late in 
the afternoon, and then only a few 
drops of rain fell. It was not too 
warm for comfort, and a slight breeze 
much of the day was a welcome feature 
of the weather's attentions. 


There were a large number of specta- 


tors on the street for the parade from 
Monument square to Hillside cemetery, 
and they were rewarded with an ex- 
:ellent parade. The number of societies 
taking part was fewer than was ex- 
pected, but those who were in line 
showed up in good form. 
The line 


formed soon after 9 o'clock at the 
square. After the decoration of the 
monument, the line of march, down 
Main and West Main streets to the 
cemetery, was begun. The parade was 
made up as follows: Platoon of po- 
lice headed by Chief Dlnneen; City 
band, Jasper Monroe, leader; Com- 
mander Millard of C. D. Sanford post 
and aids, George H. Keern and Major 
A. J. Hough; C. D. Sanford post, G. A. 
R.; Lincoln camp, Sons of Veterans; 
abled veterans in carriages; Woman's 
relief corp s in carriages; speakers 
and ministers in carriages; Canton 
abled veterans in carriages; Ca-.ton 
Colfax, I. O. O. F.; Uniform, rank, IX- 
vision 4, A. O. H.; North Adams fire 
department. 


£x«rclse» at Cemetery 


Arriving at tlie cemetery, .the line 


turned do\vn Brown street to the front 
of the tomb, where the parade was 
drawn up at attention in the street, 
while the band and speakers took posi- 
tions m front of the tomb. Commander 
H. J. Millard introduced Rev. A. E. 
Wright, -who made the prayer, which 
was appropriate to the place and time. 
Following this Superintendent Hall 


. was introduced for an address. Mr. 
j Hall spoke briefly but forcefully, his 


J tpome being the honor paid the private 


bi, klier. He said in substance: 


Never before has the human race 


sen such a sight as this. A grateful 
nation gathering about the graves of 
its privates of 35 years before to place 
upon every grave floral tributes. In 
every age highest homage has been 
paid to military chieftains and their 
home comings, but hem rs like these, 
the humble yet sinccjre remembrances 
of a new generation is without parallel 
in history. 


Do you remember how much we 


talked and quarreled and shouted and 
sung about the great commanders who 
appeared and disappeared and reap- 
peared on the field, in the newspapers, 
in picture and in song, between 1861 
and 1865? Now do you ever stop to 
think that out of all these names, ao 
familiar to us, the school children of 
today remember only a few but that, 
nevertheless, more and more as the 
years go by, the common soldiers of the 
Civil War, its corporals and sergeants, 
its captains and colonels, as well as its 
major generals are remembered one 
and all in the moat tender, courteous 
and inspiring manner by a generation 
that knew them not? May we continue 
thus to do honor to them everyone, 
private and sergeant as well as colonel 
and general, to the end of the century 
just dawning. 


Superintendent Hall closed by read- 


ing an adaptation of Kipling's poem. 
Sergeant What's His Name. 


At the close of this address the vet- 


erans passed through the cemetery as 
usual, decorating the graves of the 
dead comrades. 
The procession was 


reformed at the sound of the bugle, 
andthe line of march was taken up and 
the rest of the parade passed in re- 
view before them, 
after 
which the 


parade disbanded.

The exercises in Grand Army hall 


were held at 2 o'clock, and there was a 
large audience present. The exercises 
included a number of recitations by 
school children, in addition to the ad- 
dress of the day by Rev. Mrs. Wright. 
Commander Millard presided, and after 
a song, "The new America," by the 
school children. Rev. George F. New- 
hall offered prayer. "The Star Span- 
gled Banner" waa sung as a solo and 
chorus by the school children, Miss 
Eagan singing the solo part. Mis* 
Anna Gentry of the Mark Hopkins 
school recited "Memorial day," Miss 
Annie Donovan of the Houghton school 
recited "My papa," Miss 
Florence 


Bradley of the Miner school recited 
"The call," Miss Marttle Boughton of 
Drury school recited "Decoration day," 
Miss Helen Brown of the Brayton 
school recited recited "The drummer 
boy," and Miss Lillian Kohler of Drury 
school played a violin solo. The chorus 
of children sang a selection, folowed by 
the singing of "America," by the en- 
tire audience, and with the benediction 
pronounced by Rev. E. A. Wright, the 
exercises were concluded. 


The address by Mrs. Wright waa one 


that called for high praise from the 
veterans and all who heifd It. It was 
pleasingly delivered, and waa thorough- 


ly appreciated by all. Th« address was 
tn substance w follows: 


B«r. Mr* Wright's AMress. 


The central (act of the history of the 


race Is that of conflict. AB we turn the 
pages of the record of man's develop- 
ment, we find that tyranny, injustice 
and Ignorance have contested every 
step of bis way. Defeated upon one 
side, they arose again upon the other. 
Occasionally a crushing blow was dealt 
that laid them low for a time, but they 
soon revived again, sometimes in the 
very hearts of their conquerors. And 
as we study these conditions, we real- 
ize that all human advancement has 
been made through literal seas of blood 
ewiy step toward the comparative lib- 
erty and peace which we now enjoy 
has been made at the terrible cost of 
sacrifice and suffering. 


And what our young men and women 


•should remember today in their me- 
morial service, is that we enjoy the ad- 
vantages and opportunities of the 
present, not as a result of our own ef- 
foits, but because of the strong, brave 
souls who lived and died for the cause 
of liberty, great souls who were filled 
with the spirit of the Lord, courageous 
souls who were not afraid when the 
en<Mny came down upon them like a 
focd. 


The spirit of the Lord has lifted up 


standards 
for our people in every 


crifis: Washington, who stood for the 
ti itfands who followed him, and Lin- 
coln, who led the march of loyalty that 
followed the first gun of the civil war. 
Under his leadership, the heart of the 
nation was fired with devotion to the 
principle for which our fathers had 
fought before, and when at the close of 
the conflict, the citizen soldiers re- 
turned, it was again as men of ptace, 
to take up once more the occupations 
they had laid down at the call of the 
naticp's need. 


Then these auiet, modest tnent who 


had been comrades in conflict, banded 
then-Belvee together in a Grand Army 
of peace, that while tlicj- lived the me- 
mory of those who had fallen might 
never be forgotten and unhonored. 
This was a noble purpose, and it is our 
most sacred privilege to unite with 
these veterans in keeping the day con- 
secrated to the memory of men who 
loved principles better than life. And; 
if eier the people of our United States 
forget their debt to the Grand Army 
of the Republic, our nation's jrreatness 
will have found its grave; and we shall 
again become easy 'orey to those three 
forces, tyranny, injustice and Jgnor- 
ance, which have played such an im- 
portant part in the destruction of na- 
tions. So Ions as America can claim 
any ripht to the name "Land of the 
free and home of the brave,' Memorial 
day will be a patriotic stimulus, an 
aroi'singr of the moat 'loyal sentiments 
and re\ erential memories of the human 
heart. 


There never was a time In our coun- 


try's history when loyalty to principle 
and unselfish service to the cause, not 
of one class, but of all, was more need- 
ed thap in our atre. In face of some 
of the dangers that'"threaten us now 
it is often said, "Will ttm American re- 
public endure, or, like other rich and 
learned nations, will it fall at last, a 
victim of political degradation?" I be- 
:ieve that the spirit that has saved our 
nation from this 'calamity in the past 
will protect its future. On every hand 
we fifee organized efforts and move- 
ment* towards the education of all 
America's chfTdreii, wHether native or 
foreign born, in the ortnciples of true 
Americanism, teaching them to ven- 
erate the ideals "that shall give our 
republic 
continued 
great ness, 
to 


cherish 
their 
rich 
inheritance 
of 


noble 
deeds 
as 
molne 
to

valued than all the wealth, and com- 
fort that is ours as the result of others' 
sacrifice and toil. --- " 


And as a. part of "this" work of educa- 


tion, let us carefully guard our nation- 
al Memorial day, that '.t may be per- 
petuated and honored by our expres- 
sions' of loyalty and gratitude. Let it 
be the solemn dutfl of all Sons and 
Daughters of Veterans to- denounce, 
by act and word, the tendencies which 
degrade the day to one of sporting, 
rioting and noise, or convert it into an- 
other fourth of July celebration; and let 
us do all that we can to make it a day 
in which the fires of pa-riotism are re- 
kindled all over our land, lighting up 
the record of America's mighty deeds, 
and forming a halo about those who 
have grandly served our country, from 
the faithful private whose name is 
buried in the trenches where the un- 
known were laid, to the royal leaders 
whose names are household gods in 
the homes that are the bulwarks of 
our national patriotism. This is a day 
in which our young men and women 
should be gravely conscious of the fact 
that the battle for liberty, honesty and 
right is yet unfinished; the underlying 
prirciples for which our fathers fought 
still call for recruits. 


Th's time the call ia for volunteers 


who can use the ballot wisely and hon- 
estly men who will be faithful in the 
duties of citizenship; for mothers who 
will study the science of politics that 
they may have authority in educat- 
ing their children to the htshest na- 
tional ideals. Our country s-iiffe'rs to- 
day from an over-pro Juction of the 
semi-man who doesn't have time to go 
to thep rimaries, who fprgets to re- 
gister, who doesn't really care whether 
he votep or noti and doesn't know who 
he wants to vote for anyway. We find 
these dummy men in our college chairs. 
In our best professions, and in all the 
higher as well as lower walks of life. 
And I say, shame on them, where- 
ever they may be found. If these are 
tu& n.sr, who are to represent the wo-, 
man rail of the nation, it is time the 
womtp took their own part. 


Young men to the fnmt; the nation 


that your fathers saved calls for your 
mofct earnest thought en the problems 
of rational importance. 
If you have 


any patriotism, any gr«>tltud« for pres- 
ent blessings, take time to study the 
political situation and know why and 
how you want to vote. You degrade 
the memorj) of America's heroes and 
dras your most precious legacy in the 
dust when sou become careless of the 
reapcnHbilltres that devolve upon clti- 
zens of this great republic. Is the po- 
litical life so diseased and unclean that 
you do not like its contamination? 
Well, H would only grow worse and 
worse if the educated and cultured 
were to leave it in the-hands of the 
ignorant and dishonest, and all would 
finally be involved In the disastrous 
results. 


God grant that we of the present gen- 


eration may respond to our nation's 
call 'for clean, upright citizens, for 
honest government and sacred balfotg. 
as dl'd those whose memorv we honor 
today, and that the old, old battle 
against Ignorance, injustice and tyran- 
ny may find the children; In the hon- 
ored places where their fathers fell. 


from generatfca to generation, until 
the beautiful world of spirits shall look 
down upon a beautiful world of men 
and women who havt ..on a peace not 
bought at the price of honor, when all 
nations «b»ii be on* in the spirit of the 
Lord. 


The sUatklntoa Observance 


Memorial day exercises at Blackin- 


ton were carried out according to tlie 
program previously published in the 
Transcript. The line of march formed 
at East Main street and at 7.35 started 
to the cemetery and was made up of 
the city band, G. A. R., Sons of Vet- 
erans. F. M. T. A., society, brigade 6, 
order of Alfredians, Blackinton cadets, 
and the children of the Blackinton 
schools, also the public and parochial 
school children of Greylock. 
At the 


cemetery the exercises were opened with 
prayer by Comrade Stocking of Hop- 
kins Post of WUliamstown. Singing by 
a male chorus, and selections by the 
City band. Rev. J. A. Humilton was 
introduced but owing to a 
limited 


amount of time was compelled to con- 
fine his remarks in about 10 minutes. 
After the decoration of graves, the 
line reformed and marched to the 
Blackinton store where it disbanded.
